Citizens’ Bank Puts the Blame 
Upon Homer Strickland 
Former Cashieg™ 


OTHER NAMES CONNECTED 
WITH SHORTAGE BY REPORT 


Amount May Reach $20,000, 
but the Bank Is Fully Pro- 
tected by Bonds of Officials 
and Personal Resources of 
Directors---Sensation Expect- 
ed at the Trial.

Swainsboro, Ga., July 24.—(Special.) 
Quiet, but progressive, and alwé#ys 
prosperous, old Emanuel, known asy the 
rome of law-abiding,  intelligen*. 
church-going residents, is new in the 
throes of its third state-wide sensa- 
tion of the past twelve months. 

At every home in south Georgia, at 
every gathering hereabouts, every 
known detail of the story has the 
right-of-way over all other gossip. 

So complete, however, is the rigid 
censorship established in this case that 
even those most deeply and vitally in- 
terested talk of the situation only be- 
hind closed doors and in lowered whis- 
pers. Though no legal steps have yet 
been taken, there is not a character 
in the play who has not been advised 
by some attorney, at present acting as 
a friend, to not discuss the problem, as 
some term it. 

Figures in the Sensation. 

The Citizens’ bank, of Swainsboro, 
the oldest and one of the most pros- 
perous and successful financial houses 
in this section of the state; Homer 
D. Strickland, at one time cashier of 
that bank: L. W. Ponder, former as- 
sistant cashier of the bank, and George 
Rentz, until a short time ago president 
of the bank, are the leading figures 
in the drama, as far as it has been 
“written: ex-President Rentz, however, 
in al) probability, having made his 
final exit from the in the play, 
as it is now progressing. 

There are other figures in the story, 
- but it is practically around these that 
the great interest centers—and each 
of these is men of prominence in this 
community, where they have passed the 
greater part of life. It is ex-Cashier 
Strickland and his assistant, L. W. 
Ponder, together with the characters 
their actions and conduct have brought 
into the play, who are in position to 
turn on the light. 

But from none of these can any in- 
formation be secured, both of them 
asserting that any utterance on their 
part might result in great injustice 
to them. 

The other figures in the drama are 
under the pay of the bank and its 
present corps of officers, and naturally 
refuse to be drawn into any discussion 
calculated to throw'‘any light upon the 
situation. 

The Citizens’ bank. of Swainsboro. 
was organized some dozen years ago, 
with a capital of $25,000—-$20,000 of 
which was paid in. Up to a short time 
ago George Rentz was its president, 
and under his administration the bank 
prospered. Its first cashier was a Mr. 
Arnold, of Tennille, who within a few 
months gave way to Homer Strick- 
land, one of theé@best young business 
men of this section. Strickland was 
a young man of excellent appearance, 
a neat and attractive dresser, pleas- 
ant, genial and popular. He was o? 
excellent character and clean habits. 
He came to Swainsboro from Dahlon- 
ega, where his parents and brothers 
and sisters resided, but whom he 
brought here after he had established 
himself in business and socially. Few 
young men in this section were more 
popular, while none had a more prom- 
fsing future. 

Made Home With Meaders. 

When Strickland came.to Swainsboro 
he made his home with Edward Mead- 
ers, who liyed in Dahlonega, too, be- 
fore sete to this city. Mr. Strick- 
land ahd Mr. Meaders had known each 
other back in Dahlonega, and over there 
the bond of friendship was known to 
be strong and firm. Naturally that 
bond of friendship was augmented 
when the two old friends found them- 
selves together in a strange town. At 
the Mea:#ers home the cashier was 
practically a member of the family 
That friendship was equally strong 
when the ex-Dahlonegans were from 
under the Meaders roof, as when they 
were gathered about the fireside or at 
the board. It even went with them 
into their business walks and a bus'i- 
ness partnership was thought to pre- 
vail to a greater or less extent. The 
friendship was known by all Swains- 
. boro and by many it was termed a 
Damon and Pythian bond. 

While Mr. Strickland was discharg- 
ing his duties as cashier of the Citi- 
gens’ bank Mr. Meaders was conduct- 
ing a livery stable, trading in live 
stock and running successfully a plan- 
fation. 

Even after the Strickland family 
had been established here, however, 
Homer Strickland continued to make 
his home with the Meaders family, 
though he was a frequent and at times 
a daily visitor to the home of his 
father and mother. That the cashier 
did not move into the home he had 
purchased for his parents, however, 
did not cause any comment of mo- 
ment. So pronounced was the friend- 
ship between him and Mr. Meadcers 


that many looked upon his remaining 
with the Meaders as natura).

Washington, July 24.—A returning 
tide of America and immigrants from 
Canada and indications of an enor- 
mous movement of people from the 
northwest, including western Canadu.

attention of immigration and indus- 
trial] authorities. The bureau of im- 
migration officials are now awaiting 
an earty repcert from Commissioner 
Clark, at Montreal, before discussing 
the impending influx. 

Big 

Industrial experts say the movement 
to the southeastern states will begin 
rext October. A record-breaking mi- 
Sration in this direction occurred last 
year, drawing upon the population of 
the central states, especially Iowa, 
Kansas and Nebraska. 

Many of these people went to south- 
€rn Georgia and Florida and southern 
Alabama. 

Reports of a number of colonizing 
companies have been investigating 
available large tracts in various por- 
tions of the gulf states during the 
past few months. A recent report 
to the land and industrial department 
of the Southern railway showed that 
since last May about 50,000 acres of

A resolution calling upon 
the -governor for information as to 
why he sént troops to Walker county 
introduced in the house by a 
Smith supporter, Representative Ros- 
ser, of Walker county. Immediately 
the friends of Mr. Smith began _—itio 
charge that the governor had been 
put in a hole and would be forced to 
show his hand. But the resolution 
slumbered. 

Finally, when the criticism 6f the 
governor had continued for a week oar 
more and it seemed that the formal 
resolution of inquiry would never be 
passed by the Smith supporters, the 
Brown supporters, headed by Anderson, 
of Chatham, and Barrett, of Stephens, 
scalleqd up the resolution themselves, 
and, to the utter surprise of the Smith 
men, forced it through. The tables 
were completely turned. The basis far

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WET CANDIDATE 
ON ORY PLATFORM 


Colquitt Nominated for 


Governor of Texas. 


He Is_ Anti-Prchibition, but 
Party Demands Submission 
of Prohibition Amendment. 
Colquitt’s Victory Due to Pro- 
hibition Split on Candidates. 


Dallas, Texas, July 24.—The count of 
the votes in the Texas democratic pri- 
mary election which has been proceed- 
ing today has not materially changed 
the estimates made last night. 

Oscar B. Colquitt, anti-prohibition- 
ist, has been nominated by a plurality 
which will probably reach 60,000. Cone 
Johnson and William Poindexter, the 
prohibitionist candidates, 
cally tied for second place, with only 
about 1,000 votes difference between 
them. This is now in favor of: Poin- 
dexter, but may change, as some heavy 
Johnson counties are yet to come. 

Former Attorney General Davidson, 
who ran on his record made in the 
prosecution of the trusts, made a poor 
race, and is about 20,000 votes behind 
Poindexter and Johnson. 

The proposition to submit a prohibition 
amendment to the constitution has car- 
ried by probably 20,000. This presents 
the situation of an anti-prohibition 
democrat being nominated with the 
party demanding the submission of a 
prohibition amendment confronting him. 
This was caused by the prohibitionist 
split on candidates. The total prohi- 
bitionist vote is much in excess of 
Colquitt’s vote. 

It is impossible to give a_ well- 
grounded estimate of the results as to 
the legislature. Reports are scattering. 
because of the great interest in the 
gubernatorial contest. 

For congress in the Third district 
James Young, of Kaufman county, was 
nominated. In this district a vacancy 
was created by the appointment of 
Congressman Russell to the federal 
bench by President Taft. R. M. Lively 
was elected to fill the unexpired term 
and James Young for the full term. 

In the Fourth district C. B. Ran- 
dell, the present incumbent, was re- 
nominated by a large majority. Con- 
gressman Jack Beall, in the Fifth dis- 
trict, also received a heavy majority 
over h's opponent. 

In the Seventh district returns indi- 
cate that Congressman A. W. Gregg 
was successful. In the Twelfth dis- 
trict returns are incomplete, but Os- 
car Callaway has a slight lead over 
the present incumbent, Oscar Gillespie. 
In the Thirteenth district Congressman 
John H. Stephens was renominated by 
an overwhelming majority.

Throng Columbus. 


There Will Be Struggle Over 
Platform Between Progres- 
sives and Stand-Patters--Con- 
test for Gubernatorial Nomi- 
nation Is Anybady’s Fight. 


Columbus, Ohio, July 24.—Providded 
with little more than an opinion as to 
the head of the ticket, and facing a 
reasonable certainty of a fight over the 
patform, all but two'of the state party 
leaders and a good-half of the dele- 
gates are already here for the Ohio re- 
publican -convention, which opens 
Tuesday afterndon. 

James R. Garfield, head of the “’Pro- 
gressives’’ and Walter Brown, leader 
of the Toledo delegation, are sti)! absent. 
Senators Burton and Dick, however, 
with George B. Cox, of Cincinnati; 
Wade H. Ellis, chairman of the state 
executive committee; Carmi Thomp- 
son, secretary of state, and one of the 
candidates for governor and other lead- 
ers, were in conference with their fol- 
lowers all day. 

Anybody’s Fight. 

As to the governorship, Senator 
Burton voiced the general opinion to- 
day when he said that the contest was 
anybody's fight. 

Wade H. Ellis, chairman of the state 
executive committee, told tonight what 
he belleved should be tncorporated in 
the platform. He says that it should 
contain an “unqualified indorsement” 
of President Taft and his administra- 
tion, and that it should “approve the 
Payne bill, not because it is perfect, 
but because it removes excessive du- 
ties under the Diingley bill. 

He further suggests an extension of 
the principle of the referendum, and 
for other advances along the line of 
progressive legislation. 

Mr. Ellis conferred at Beverly, Mass., 
with the president on platform mat- 
ters. 

Nicholas Longworth will deliver the 
keynote speech Tuesday afternoon, and 
it is pointed out that a successful ef- 
fort would bring him to the fore in 
case of a deadlock. 

Roosevelt Silent About Ohio. 

Oyster Bay, July 24.—News that 
Judge Reynolds Kincaid, of Toledo, has 
declined to be considered as a candi- 
date for governor of Ohio, on the 
republican ticket, brought forth no 
comment today from Theodore Roose- 
velt. He refused to discuss politics or 
to add anything to his statement of 
last Tuesday, following his confer- 
ence with Judge Kincaid, in New York, 
that he hoped a “progressiev platform” 
would be adopted in Ohio. 

Two other men in whom Colonel 
Roosevelt has a personal interest are 
also mentioned, for the nomination.

| SMUT TO DEATH 


Double Tragedy in Latin 


Quarter of Tampa. 


Police Say Father and Daugh- 
ter Were Killed by the Girl’s 


| 


Lover, but Latter Says Father 
Shot the Girl and Then Com- 
mitted Suicide. 


Tampa, Fla. July 24.—Augustin 
Gomez, a cigarmaker, 40 years old, and 
his daughter, Maria, 20 years of age, 
are dead, as the result of an affray in 
the Latin quarter tonight, the exact 
nature of which the police have been 
unable to ascertain. Chief of Police 
Woodward says every clue points to a 
double murder, but Ramon Garcla, 21 
years old, in jail charged with homi- 
cide, insists that all the shooting was 
done by Gomez. 

Found Garcia With Daughter. 

While Gomez was attending a meet- 
ing of cigarmakers tonight, he ts al- 
leged to have been informed by an- 
other cigarmaker, Jose Manuel Perez, 
who is in jail held as a material wit- 
hess, that Gomez's daughter, who is 
unmarried and has been living by her- 
self, had been intimate with Garcia. 
Gomez went at once to his daughter's 
house, accompanied by Perez, and 
found Garcia there. An affray follow- 
ed, in which three shots were fired, and 
father and daughter were killed. 

Following the shooting, Garcia es- 
caped by jumping through a window, 
but was soon afterward apprehended. 
He sta®ed to a physician who dressed 
a wound on his arm that it was caus- 
ed by broken giass, but the physician 
was .of the opinion that it was a knife 
wound. 

When Bedles Were Found. 

The body of Gomez was found on 
the floor of the house, a révoiver and 
cigar knife lying close by, and his 
daughter's body lying In an alley out- 
side. Gomez was shot in the back 
of the head. ; 

Gomez's daughter, who carried a 
child but a few months’ old in her 
arms, Was shot twice in the breast, 
causing instant death and narrowly 
missing the infant. 

Garcia claims Gomez shot his own 
daughter and then committed suicide. 
Garcia had no weapons on his person 
when arrested. Perez, the materia! 
witness, is in jall and officers will al- 
low no one to see him, the entire 
matter being investigated by a cor- 
oner’s jury. 


-Two Brothers Drowned. 

Erie, Pa., July 24.—Harry and Alvin 
Winfield, brothers, and well-known 
young men, were drowned in Erie har- 
bor today when their sail boat cap- 
sized. They had just taken a picnic 
party safely across to the peninsula 
and were returning for another load 
of young people when a gust overturn- 


ed them.

Southern Bankers and Business 


Men Are at Work on Bills 
of Lading 


CRISIS DUE TQ ACTION 
OF THE ENGLISH BANKERS 


Bankers Doubt if They Can 
Assume the Responsibility of 
Guaranteeing Bills of Lading. 
Any System of Guaranteeing 
Bills of Lading Means Addi- 
tional Tax on Cotton Grower, 


New Orleans, July 24.—With the 
harvesting of the south’s cotton al- 
ready begun in the earlier sections, and 
the time fast approaching when the 
crop will begin to move in even the 
more northerly states, southern bank- 
ers and business men-are now hard at 
work on the problem presented them 
by the recent action of European bank- 
ers in connection with bills of lading 
on the south’s chief staple. 

At the meeting of London bankers 
last Thursday a resolution was adopted 
to the effect that, beginning in No- 
vember, American cotton bills of lad- 
ing shall be negotiable only when they 
are guaranteed by an American bank- 
ing institution. This action grew out 
of the frauds alleged to have been 
perpetrated through forged bills. of 
lading, resulting in the loss several 
months ago of millions of dollars to 


continental firms. 
Almost a Revolution. 

Southern cotton men realize that 
commercial consequences of vast im- 
portance, amounting to almost a com- 
plete revolution in the cotton trade, ag 
it was recently conducted, will follow 
the stand taken by the English bank- 
ers. They say that in the event Amer- 
ican banks refuse to guarantee cotton 
bills of lading, the cotton business of 
the south would be thrown immed 
ately upon a cash basis, and that this 
would mean a drain of millions of dol- 
lars from the monetary centers of the 
country, which, under present financial 
conditions. would be unable to stand 
such heavy.demands for actual money. 
Southern bankers who have ventured 
opinions in the matter express doubt 
as to whether the banks, in justice to 
themselves, can assume such a Tre- 
sponsibility as guaranteeing to banks 
abroad the bills of lading, on the prin- 
cipal commodity exported by this 
country. 

Great Value of Cotton Crup. 

In this connection, it is pointed out 
that the statistics of the department 
of commerce and labor for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1910, show that 
the total value of all unmanufactured 
cotton exported from the United States 
was $417,390,665, exceeding the com- 
bined value of the country’s exports 
during the same period in corn, wheat, 
coal, petroleum, refined oll, tobacco and 
manufactures of iron and steel. In 
consequence, bankers admit that a 
very serious situation has developed 
in the south, and that any system of 
guaranteed bills of lading probably 
means an additional tax upon the cote 
ton producer of the south. 

One of the many plans which have 
been suggested as forming a solution 
of the serious problem which now con- 
fronts the southern cotton men, is that 
the railroads, which are the first to 
receive the cotton, guarantee the bills 
of lading to the American banks, 
which, in turn, shall guarantee them 


to the banks abroad. With the rail- 
roads thus shouldering the original 
responsibility, the American banks 
would, of course, be willing to issue 
the requireq guarantee to the Euro- 
pean banks, but so far there has not 
been the slightest indication that tn: 
railroads will agree to do any such 
thing. 
Cotton Men to Confer.

On Saturday 
night Mr. Smith will make another 
political speech at Macon, thus opening 
the campaign in real earnest. 
Governor Brown's friends have stated 
that they did not know whether Mr. 
Smith would make the race on his 
Platform of 1906, on which he rode into 
office, or that of 1908, on which he was 
defeated. No announcement has been 
made by former Governor Smith as w 
what the issues would be this year. 
Friends of Mr. Smith have outlined 
the issues as grouping themselves 
around the registration law; the 
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amended railroad commission law, 
increasing the number of mem- 
bers of the commission from 
three to five, and enlarging their 
duties; the question of purchasing ad- 
ditional land at Chattanooga for use 
as terminals of the Western and At- 
lantic railroad; opposition to Governor 


Brown's recommendation of a $600,000 
bond issue to furnish a working bal- 
ance in the state treasury so that sal- 
aries of school teachers may be paid 
promptly; and, finally, Governor | 
Brown's action in sending state troops 
to Walker county. 

With the personal announcement of | 
Hoke Smith of the issues on which he 
is seeking to regain the office from 
which he was dispossessed by Gov- 
ernor Brown, a new impetus will be 
given to the campaign. The speeches 
at Waycross and Macon are expected 
to enthuse both sides with renewed 

* ardor for their respective candidates 
and revivify the fighting spirit of two 
years ago. 

Mr. Smith, in opening the campaign 
at Waycross, chooses a county in | 
which he hopes to change the Brown 
majority of 92 recorded two years ago, 
to a Smith majority this year. There 
is a large labor vote in this county, 
as the shops of the Atlantic Coast Line! 
railroad are located at Waycross, and 
Mr. Smith will emphasize here his ac- 
tion during the Georgia railroad strike 
in bidding for the support of the rajl- 
road men. 

Four years ago the rallroad em- 
ployees of the state were largely for 
Hoke Smith. Two years ago they were 
on the other side. There is the kKeen- 
est interest in both political camps at 
this time to know how the men in 
overalis who halp to keep the wheels 
moving on the state’s transportation 
lines will reason out the situation this 
year and cast their votes. 

In Bibb county two years ago Mr.

ecntrol it. 


Last Week of July Deal. 

This will be the last week of the 
mow famious July deal, and it may 
be the wildest vet. Some sort of a 
settlement, either across the _ ring, 
or in private, may be brought about 
between the longs and the shorts. 
Should the bulls refuse a private set- 
tlement and insist on shorts, buying 
their covers in the open market, the 
greatest excitement would ensue and 
what might actually be called a cor- 
ner would be brought about. 

Shorts will probably continue their 
strenuous efforts to find enough spot 
cotton to cover with and will rake 
the entire cotton belt for supplies. 
In addition to this, there was every 
indication on the week-end that the 
movement of cotton from the mills 
.- to New York woul continue. A cer- 
tain element among southern mills 
fs bitterly antagonistic to the bull 
clique and is doing everything in its 
power to break its influence. From 
this element, unexpected tenders of 
gpots against July contracts are com- 
ing. Prominent spot firms predicted 
Saturday that the \movement coast- 
wise of actual cotton this week, as 
the result of efforts to get it to New 
York before the last delivery day for 
July, would exceed all expectations. 

New Crop Months. 

The situation in the new crop 
months is not likely to be as one- 
gided this week as it has been. Taq 
the surprise of the bulls, Saturday’s 
receipts of new cotton at Houston 
were forty bales, making 94 bales 
thus far this season, one of the larg- 
est movements of new cotton to 
Hrouston at this date on record, so far

Oklahoma will be of more interest 
to the bear side of the market than 
any other state in the belt, as the 
most optimistic crop accounts are 
coming from there. Some planters of 
prominence have written local gper- 
ators that Oklahoma has the finest 
cotton crop in its history, and ts 
raising more cotton to the acre than 
ever before. So favorable have these 
reports become that they have result- 
ed in crop estimates for Oklahoma of 
as high as 1,000,000 bales. Naturally, 
the bulls say such figures are absurd, 
but the contention has now reached 
the point where any fresh evidence 
supporting the claims of the bears 
will be given more weight than it 
possibly deserves.

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ADVANCING THE DEAD LINE OF YOUTH. 


That gay jester, The New York Sun, in its own peculiar way 
renews the controversy regarding the age at which it may be 
proper to call a man, or a woman for that matter, “old.” 

The following extract is couched rather in the capricious vein 
for which The Sun is notable, but contains enough of truth to jog 
the reasoning faculties of the man inclined to analysis: 


In the news columns of an esteemed contemporary yesterday a 
man of sixty was persistently and with malice prepense called “old 
man,” In a neighboring column a person of ‘over sixty-five’ was 
described as “aged.” Are these misjudgments not instances of a 
lingering ancient misconception of the proper limit of old age? 

In the spirited days of the race, to the end of the Middle Ages 
and long beyond, what with hard fighting, harder drinking, incredi- 
ble insanitation, a medical practice often as wise as that of darkest 
witchcraft-ridden Africa, it was difficult to live; and men were re- 
garded as old who, in this improved time, would be called mere boys. 
In these happier days the metes and bounds of a no longer morose, & 
cheerful and golf-enlivened age, must be set and have been set much 
further forward. Nobody who cares to be either accurate or polite 
wil] call anybody under 100 ‘‘old.”” A man of sixty or sixty-five is on 
the last stretch of youth or in the vestibule of middie age; no more 
but so. Infants in the twenties, children in the thirties, striplings 
in the forties, younglings in the fifties, please observe and preserve. 


An acute critic might hold that for the “hard drinking” habits 
of the Middle Ages which made men old before their time, we have 
substituted the strenuous life which has the reputation of produc- 
ing the same results. 

But ‘a casual conversation with the actuary of any up-to-date 
insurance company, whose business it is to keep tab on statistics of 
this nature, would reveal the steady lengthening of the average ex- 
pectation of life; and with it, inevitably, the extenison of that 
period during which a man deserves legitimately to be called 
“young.” ieee 

The influences that have contributed and are contributing to 
this modification are, as The Sun intimates, those originating 1n 
improved methods of sanitation, more universal distribution of 
knowledge concerning the care of one’s physique and the blessed 
habit of lightening toil with the periodic vacation. Nor can we 
ignore the altered angle from which society views, and disap- 
proves, excessive indulgence in alcoholics. Once, that was ex- 
tenuated by fashion, Today, fashion, as well as commercial usage 
and common sense, discountenance aught save temperance. 

Seen from this viewpoint, it is evident that the cant declaring 
this to be a “young man’s” age rests on slender foundations. 
Achievement in any age rests upon ability and endurance, and 
neither of these qualities can be of great weight in the equation 
except they be built upon a sound body. 

In America, as a rule, we refuse to call men “old” while they 
are this side of sixty. ; 

Regarding women—no one speculates on their ages until the 
funeral. Even then, it’s a mighty inquisitive and uncharitable in- 
dividual who will make an excursion to the birth records in the 


family Bible.

“THE OLD BLACK MAMMY.” 


With ever-freshening relief men turn from the angles, and 
sometimes the disheartening depressions, of the so-called “negro 
problem” of our day to dwell with a sigh and a regret upon—the 
“old black mammy.” 

She it is who crooned over the cradles of some of the south’'s 
worthiest men of yesterday, who dandled on her knees the mighty 
of the younger generation and who decked for their nuptials fair 
brides who were roses of the old regime. 

Here and there ene of her type totters with failing steps and 
peering eyes through city streets and along roads from which the 
cotton fields stretch a fair and billowy distance to the crumble 
ruins of “de big house,” or the more garish modernity of the twen- 
tieth century country home. 

But they are vanishing—fast; soon, like the brides whose lov- 
ing and tearful attendants they were, and like the great men whom 
they helped to usher into this world and out of it, they will mingle 
their faithful clay with the kindly soil that knows no ultimate dis- 
tinctions. 

In Athens they are seeking to rear a monument to the Ol 
Black Mammy, and the thought, with a very practical application, 
originated in the mind of a negro himself of the younger generation. 

The idea is that of §. F. Harris, principal of the Colored Indus- 
trial and High school, of Athens. Five acres have been secured in 
the eastern section of Clarke county. As much more has been 
promised. Nearly $1,000 has been raised, with the aid of the white 
people, and only $500 additional needs to be in hand. No common 
monument will be this one. It is intended to here found a schoo’ 
which shall teach cooking and industrial work to the negro, along 
the lines the fidelity and deftness of the Old Black Mammy made 
notable in southern traditions. 

What is to be the destiny of this particular school we do not 
know. But every white southerner knows that if it is conducted 
with the sound sense, if it inculcates the unswerving fidelity of the 
type of negress for which it is named, it should prove a benefaction 
to its environment. 

Do we not need more of these Old Black Mammy schools in 
the southern states? The very spirit of the phrase spells the life- 
blood of that solution of the racial problem The Constitution h> 
been urging upon the churches and the whites and the blacks of the 
southern states.

cause, and his close personal friendship for Pinchot, are counted 
upon to make him one of the ranking orators and organizers. 

Some weeks ago State Entomologist E. L. Worsham, placed in 
charge of the state conservation movement by the Pinchot forces, 
secured the cooperation of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce in 
focalizing the work. 

President Paxon named a strong general committee, and later 
sub-committees, assigned to the task of exploring and appraising 
the resources of the state, were designated. 

Dr. Worsham now announces that these sub-committees, as 
well as the general committee, will be ready to report at the Oc- 
tober meeting. 

Meanwhile, it is incumbent upon the business and professional 
men, the farmers, the people generally of Georgia, to cooperate in a 
campaign for the preservation of the state’s fundamental assets. 

Forest, soil, stream and mine—these we have in superabund- 
ance. But it is in evidence that Georgia, in common with other 
commonwealths, has proceeded upon the utilization of these re- 
sources with an eye single to the present and with barely a thought 
tc the future. 

The error has not been prosecuted so far that its possible evil 
consequences cannot be retrieved, and that is now the work to 
which the soon-to-be-organized conservation commission for Geor- 
gia will direct its energies. 

In a task of really heroic proportions, there is ample oppor- 
tunity for every Georgian, however humble or obscure, to discharge 
a plain duty rising out of the obligations of patriotism and citi- 
zenship. Those citizens willing to align themselves with the move- 
ment should communicate with Dr. Worsham, or with Secretary 
Walter Cooper, of the Chamber of Commerce.

No county in the southern section of 
Georgia has shown a steadier advance 
in progressive features and a more re- 
markable growth in population in the 
past decade than the great county of 
Laurens. 

In &@ most interesting talk with Judge 
K. J. Hawkins, of the city court of 
Dublin, I gleaned some information 
which finely illustrates the marching on 
of one of Georgia's most prosperous 
sections. 

In addition to being an able.and ex- 
cellent judicial officer, Judge Hawkins 
is an intelligent observer and a dis- 
criminating talker. 

A Big County. 

Laurens is not only great in. area, 
being about 40 miles across, but a 
wonderful agricultural county. She is 
not without manufactories, which, 
while not very large, are numerous 
and give employment to scores of 
workers. In cotton-raising she stands 
third, Burke leading in that respect, 
and Jackson being a good second. 
Laurens has two representatives in 
the general assembly at present, but, 
based upon the school census which 
has been thoroughly taken, she confi- 
dently expects to have three when the 
census of 1910 shall be announced by 
reason of the great increase in her 
population. It is probable thet a 
greater population will be shown than 
Thomas, or Floyd, will have. 

Her Road System. 

The county is level and, in addition 
to having miles upon miles of fine, 
natural public roads, Laurens, with 
her quota of convicts, is improving her 
Sreat road system all the time. They 
are being worked with a mixture of 
clay and sand and are being built for 
permanent use, as all improvements in 
public roads should be made. Then, 
too, no less than five railroads ramify 
the county, including the Macon and 
Dublin, the Wrightsville and Tennile, 
the Dublin and Dover, and branches of 
the Central railway. When, in addi- 
tion, it is remembered that the farmers 
of Laurens go in for thorough and deep 
cultivation of the soil, it is not sur- 
prising that land values are being en- 
hanced all the time. 

Judge Hawkins illustrated the pro- 
nounced rise in land values by saying 
that a few years ago a farm was 
bought for the low price of $6 an 
acre. Recently a body of land adjoin- 
ing this property was sold for $20 an 
acre. It is safe to say that no more 
farming land in Laurens will be 
bought at $6 an acre. The tendency 
of prices is decidedly upward. Many 
of the best farming lands in that 
county, of course,command much high- 
er prices than $20 an acre. 

Some Growing Towns. 

Dublin, the chief city, Is one of the 
most progressive and prosperous places 
In south Georgia. She has now a pop- 
ulation of 6,000 and is steadily grow- 
ing. There are many substantial com- 
mercizl buildings and fine residences, 
and the appointments in the way of 
lights, water, paving, etc., are of mod- 
ern character. Then, there are Dex- 
ter, Rentz, Bruton, all flourishing 
towns, which in their steady growth 
bid fair to rival the metropolis of 
Laurens in features of progress and 
size in the not distant future. There 
are eight banks in the county, four 
of which are located in Dublin. This 
city is a great shipping point for 
cotton and other products, and a large 
trade is carried on with fertile and 
progressive surrounding counties. 

Jackson, Burke, Thomas, Floyd and 
other great agricultural counties of 
Georgia will have to look to their lau- 
rels, for Laurens is coming and com- 
ing fast, and will not only overtake 
but pass them if they don't look out! 


A Votce from Oconee.

WINNING WAR ON MOSQUITOES

Washington, July 24.—As a result of 
& war on mosquitoes in certain parts 
of Italy, a healthy, cheerful looking 
race, and fat, rosy children have suc- 
ceedeg a population which a@ few years 
ago consisted of a few miserable peas- 
ants, their skins yellow ae saffron ani 
their bodies bent by disease and suf- 
fering. This is the report made to the 
department of agriculture by Dr. L O. 
Howard, chief of the bureau of ento- 
mology, who has returned from a re- 
cent visit to the Italian camp. Most 
of the visitors recollect this region as 
a vast track of marsh land, where 
mosquitoes; and malaria would brood 
The country, having been drained by 
the government, now is being exten- 
sively farmed, and is beginning to 


support what eventually will be a 
large population. 

The government has useq the Ger- 
man method of systematic dosing with 
quinine, and has shown yankee ingen- 
uity, he adds, in its method of adver- 
tising the government preparation. It 
is known as “official quinine,” and us 
the government has a monopoly on the 
tobaceo trade, the cigarette boxes aré 
made to carry a printed quinine ad- 
vertisement. The drug is sold cheaply 
and to the charitable dnstitutions, the 
soldiers and to other indivituals too 
poor tb pay for it, the medicine is 
given ftee. The work was inaugurated 
and pushed to a successful conclusion 
by Dr. Angello Celll, who is regarded 
with almost superstitious reverence by 
the common people of the country.

AN ENDEARING NOTE

And 
that contest will be carried on between 
leaders who heretofore have agreed ir 
every way on what democratic plat- 
forms should cortain. William J. 
Bryan, for the first time since he took 
up the leadership of the democratic 
party, will be opposed by former asso- 
ciliates within his own state. 

The fight for and against county 
option has become an open one. Mr. 
Bryan and his friends are actively en- 
gaged in an attempt to secure a coun- 
ty option plank, while Congressman 
Hitchcock, of Omaha, and Mayor James 
C. Dahiman, also of that city, sup- 
ported by Governor Shallenberger, are 
equally active in an effort to* secure a 
declaration against such a plank. 

Situation Is Unusual. 

The situation is- considered an un- 
usual! one, because the men who at 
present are most actively opposing Mr. 
Bryan were formerly his strongest 
supporters. This condition, considered 
with the fact that the campaign for 
the selection of a state ticket and the 
recommending of a candidate for 
United States senator has taken on 
many different angles, has given im- 
petus to the political struggle in Ne- 
braska seldom, if ever before, wit- 
messed. 

Congressman Hitchcock has been for 
several months an avowed candidate 
for United States senator, and has 
been organizing his forces throughout 
the state with a view to securing the 
support of the rank and file of his 
party. He has stated his position as be- 
ing opposed to county option until the 
people of the state, under an ipitiative 
and referendum law, shall declare spe- 
cifically for it. 

There is little doubt that the anti- 
county option men will present such a 
plank, and that it will be heartily op- 
posed by Mr. Bryan and his friends.

Patrick is the 
Bryan candidate; Governor  Shallen-

A-GREAT MYSTERY

Homer Strickland was looked upon as) 


the friend of every one who knew him, 
Especially was he the friend of anyone 
in need or trouble, and few are the 
residents of this section that Homer 
Strickland has not at some time aided 
either by advice or maybe coin. 

Some months ago President Rentz 
announced a determination to move 
away from Swainsboro, and to estab- 
lish himself in Florida. It was an- 
nounced, too, that he was willing to 
dispose of his stock in the bank. The 
life of the bank and the character of 
the men who had been conducting it 
were so well and favorably known, that 
Mr. Rentz easily disposed of his hold- 
ings at 257 for 1. Winding up his busi- 
ness here, Mr. Rentz moved to Ocala, 
Fla. Subsequently Mr. Ponder, assist- 
ant cashier, severed his connection 
with the Citizens’ bank—resigning, and 
followed Mr. Rentz to Ocala—at Mr. 
Rentz’s invitation, it is said, with the 
intention of taking employment with 
him or entering business with him. 

A Troublemaker Upon the Scene. 

Mr. Ponder’s desk at the bank was 
soon filled by the promotion of Howard 
Roberts, who had been bookkeeper. 
Soon after becoming assistant cashier, 
Mr. Roberts discovered, so the story 
goes, a discrepancy between the books 
and the cash. 

Upon Mr. Rentz’s retirement from 
the presidency of the bank, J. A. Cele- 
man, one of the wealthiest and most 
successful business men of Emanuel 
county, was elected president, and to 
him the variation between the books 
and the coin was reported. 

But, as to that report and the man- 
ner in which it was made, two stories

One story has it that when the as- 


sistant cashier detected the difference 
he tendered his resignation to Presi- 
dent Coleman.

roneous entries had been made with 
the knowledge and consent of Mr.

Providence, R. L., July 24.—(Special.) 
“Curtailment” is the watchword 


among the cotton goods manufactur- 
ers of New England. They are de- 
termined there is nothing to be gained 
by piling up goods when there is prac- 
tically no demang for them, and there- 
by producing a great menace to the 
future value of their product. They 
have no hope of buying new crop cot- 
ton low enough to make goods to sell 
below present prices, and they prefer 
to play a waiting game and see orders 
in sight before running machinery 
again at full capacity. 

While there is no agreement among 
spinners for uniform curtailment, a 
majority of the mill owners have pared 
down production to an average of less 
than two-thirds of normal capacity. Ih 
some cases the mills are operated only 
four days a week. and in some plants 
which have not changed running time, 
not much more than half the ma- 
chinery ts kept in operation. Actual 
trading is restricted to practically a 
retail basis, but the strengthening of 
inquiries shows that the situation is 
turning and the mill men are in a 
position to be firm in their demands 
for prices which will cover cost. They 
are refusing to take orders at quota- 
tions which prevailed a few weeks ago, 
because these were based on cotton at 
not over 13 cents a pound, and it will 
cost more when the new crop comes in.

IN LEGISLATURE 


to Be Disposed Of. 


Special Appropriations Before 


Tax Reform Bill Is Up in the 
Senate Today. 


Beginning this week the grind in 
legislative halls at the state capitol 
will be speeded up and an effort made 


ness which remains to be transacted 
before adjournment. 

The busines of the house is being ex- 
pedited as far as possibile by Speaker 
Holder, and while a number of meas- 
ures are being sidetracked during the 


consideration of the appropriation 
bils, these are being passed upon as 
speedily as practicable, considering 
their importance. 

The item appropriating $35,000 to 
the Georgia School of Technology, and 
the item of $15,000 for a heating plant 
at the university, both of which were 
defeated in the house, have been or- 
dered reconsidered, and a strong ef- 
fort will be made to secure favorable 
action this week. 

A bill by Mr. Edwards, of Walton, 
proposing a constitutional amendment 
increasing the governor's borrowing 
power from $200,000 to $600,000 in or- 
der to meet casual deficiencies, is yet 
to be considered, and is sure to pro- 
voke a vigorous debate. The object 
of the measure is to provide a work- 
ing balance in the state treasury to 
permit the state to meet promptly its 
debt to the school teachers of the 
state, instead of compelling them to 
wait from six months to a year for 
their salaries. ! 

Other constitutional amendments 
which will be discussed are those to 
create five new counties and another 
to levy a graduated state tax on in- 
comes. 

Good Work on Tax Measure. 

In the senate the “consideration of 
the tax reform measure has been prac- 
tically completed, the debate being 
most skillfully handled by President 
Slaton in a way to avoid parliament- 
ary tangles and useless waste of time. 
The measure was a long one and fin- 
ished in wonderfully short time, con- 
sidering its many technical féatures 
and the innovations it proposes in the 
tax system of the state.

No more can the Christian who has 
known nothing of that devotion and 
love which take him into the fellow- 
ship of Christ's suffering, enters with 
joy into Christ's glorification.

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“FODDER PULLING TIME.” 

Pulling fodder, even in pleasant 
Weather, is no easy and nice job. but 
on a hot July or August day, either in 
the morning, noontime or afternoon. 
it is anything else than pleasant and 
captivating employment. This is not 
hearsay, or second-hand knowledge, 
for I have “done it myself” when a 
g00d deal younger and stronger than 
now. But the unpleasant nature of 
the work is not the principal objection 
to the practice. There are others: In 
the first place, the work reminds me of 
the man who undertook to get wool 
for a suit of clothes by shearing a hoz. 
with the result that has crystallized 
into the proverb, “There was a great 
ery and little wool.” Even in good 
corn a day’s work pulling fodder 
blades by hand yields but little profit, 
but when the corn is good for only 10 
or 12 bushels per acre (the average 
yield in Georgia—in South Carolina it 
is even less), and especially when it 
requires two stalks of corn to yield a 
g00d sized blade, the “profit” is sub- 
stituted by “loss” and the day’s work 
fs exchanged for less than cost. I 
don’t remember just what is the usual 
task in fodder-pulling. but I know it 
is ridiculously small. 

Another objection to the practice is 
the fact that in most cases the yield 
of corn is more or less diminished by 
stripping off the blade. I frankly ad- 
mit that on fresh land, or rich bottom 
land, or land that has been brought 
up to a high condition by stocking it 
with humus, the corn will ripen and be 
no longer dependent on the blades, 
some days before the latter commence 
to “fire” or “burn.’’ It is natural for 
the ear and the enveloping shuck to 
ripen in advance of the drying out of 
the stalk and blades when the condi- 
tions are natural, to wit, such condition 
or character of soil as insures the pres- 
ence of plenty of moisture. But on 
many a corn field this summer the fod- 
der will be pulled before the ears are 
more than well past the roasting ear 
stage, with the result of a loss in 
weight and quality of grain more than 
equal to the value of the fodder 
faved. But the geatest objection t9 
pulling fodder is the fact that it means 
a failure to recognize the great quan- 
tity of fairly good, clean, wholesome 
forage that might be secured by cut- 
ting down the corn a week later than 
the usual fodder-pulling stage and 
curing ears, stalks, blades and all 
in shocks containing 15 
stalks. Now, I “know 
am talking about,” 
firm that fully one-third of the value 
of a corn crop is lost when the stalks 
are stripped of the blades and later of 
the ears and jJeft in the field to be 
in the way of the next crop. In this 
rough estimate I take into considera- 
tion the advantage of getting the 
stalks off the land and entirely out 
of the way. The agriculturist of the 
Georgia Experiment Station used to 
Say that he believed it would be 
sound practice to cut and shock and 
then shed the stalks ana blades, even 
if not used for feeding, but only for 
gtable bedding. Possibly it is rather 
extreme statement, but it illustrates 
his confidence in the wisdom of the 
practice—which I fully shared, It's a 
great advantage to have the stalks all 
out of the way of the peas, out of the 
way of the plows and harrows and 
grain drill, which should follow the 
corn harvest. Even if the old, dry 
stalks left in the tield after harvesting, 
in the usual way, be cut up and plowed 
down they wiil ve of no advantage to 
the immediate:y succeeding small 
grain, little or none to the next 
spring’s crop, and very much in the 
way of the young cotton, if cotton shali 
follpw corn. It takes weli-nigh twelve 
months for a constalk to mouider away 
into unrecognizable mould or dust, and 
unti] it reaches that stage of decom- 
position it can be of precious little 
help in any way to a crop that may 
be planted on the land.

I[ believe a sweet 
potato crop is the most effective nut- 
grass destroyer I have seen tried, »n 
small areas, since the vines give a 
dense shade from early in summer 


until a killing frost. This opinion -s 
based on my own experience.” 

Johnson grass is a somewhat differ- 
ent proposition,- but I believe it will 
“vield up the ghost” to substantially 
the same methods as proved effective 
in subduing the nutgrass. 

I had but little of it (in one end and 
on one side of my garden). I had it 
plowed up every time the crops were 
plowed, and dug up between times 
doing much of the digging with ths 
same hands that hold this pencil. Her- 
bert Post, the great apostie of Johr- 
son grass, advises plowing in “dry 
weather in August or September,” ard 
repeated harrowings with spring- 
tocth harrow during the winter, so :\s 
to expose the roots to freezing. How- 
ever I do not write advisedly in rega:4 
to exterminating Johnson grass on @ 
large scale, or where it has taken 
possession of large areas. I believe 
it is true, however, that in many Iin- 
stances the efforts to control or check 
the growth of this grass have been 40 
wanting in good judgment and persist- 
ence that the remedy has proven
